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This  feeder,  with  two  hinged  panels  on  each  side, 
was  developed  on  the  Eicher  Farm,  Albany,  Oreg. 
In  about  5  years  of  use  with  ground  grain  as  feed, 
there  have  been  no  problems  caused  by  bridging  of 
the  feed.  The  cattle,  feeding  from  both  sides,  will 
clean  the  feeder  to  the  center.  There  is  a  trough  for 
mineral    supplements   across   the   front   of  the   feeder. 

The  working  drawing  illustrates  a  possible  method 
of  attaching  the  running  gear,  using  a  straight  axle. 
As  shown  in  the  drawing,  this  brings  the  throat  height 
of  the  feeder  to  about  34  inches.  Consider  the  size 
of  the  cattle  to  be  fed  when  ordering  the  wheel-and- 
axle  assembly,  as  it  may  be  desirable  to  use  a  drop-axle 
for  lowering  the  feeder. 

The  running  gear  selected  must  also  be  adequate 
for   handling    heavy   loads,   as   the   feeder   box   has   a 


maximum  capacity  of  about  1 70  bushels.  Use  of 
high-flotation  rims  and  tires  is  suggested  to  improve 
mobility  and  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  bogging 
down  in  soft  ground. 

CAUTION:  If  the  feeder  is  to  be  painted,  do  not  use 
paint  containing  lead.
